Claim 1 (currently amended): A method for dynamically attaching data items to a 
physical environment, the method comprising the steps of: 

capturing data items related to a plurality of surrounding contexts in a particular 
environment, the surrounding contexts including location level cont e xt , visual data, audio data, 
position level context and object level context, wherein the data items related to the location 
lovol cont e xt , visual data, audio data, position level context and object level context are sensed 
by different types of sensing means; 

transmitting the captured data items for storing; roooiving input data item from said 
surrounding contexts ; and 

storing the data items such that the data items are attached to the surrounding contexts in 
the particular environment in a corresponding manner attaching said data item to said 
surrounding cont e xts : and 

retrieving at least one stored data item based on surrounding contexts currently being 
sensed by the sensing means in the particular environment 

Claim 2 (currently amended): A method of claim 1, further comprising step of registering 
said data items as bemg related to said surrounding contexts. 

Claim 3 (currently amended): A method of claim 2 wherein at least one said data item 
related to said surrounding contexts includes time information designated to future or past time. 

Claim 4 (currently amended): A method of claim 1, wherein said efeer object level 
context is object level context for identifying at least one object in the particular environment . 
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Claim 5 (currently amended): A method of claim 1, wherein said capturing step is 
continuously performed so that the data items related to the surrounding contexts are always 
captured. 

Claim 6 (currently amended): An apparatus for dynamically attaching data items to 

physical environment, comprising: 

capturing means for capturing data items related to a plurality of surrounding contexts in 
a particular environment, the surrounding contexts including location level cont e xt , visual data, 
audio data, position level context and object level context, wherein the data items related to the 
location lov o l context , visual data, audio data, position level context and object level context are 
sensed by different types of sensing means; 

transmitting means for transmitting the captured data items for storing input moano for 
inputting digital data item from said surrounding contexts ; mi4 

storage means for storing the data items such that the data items are a ttached to the 
surrounding contexts in the particular environment in a corresponding manne r attaching m e ans 
for attaching said data item to said surrounding cont e xts^ and 

retrieving at least one stored data item based on surrounding contexts curren tly being 
sensed in the particular environment . 

Claim 7 (currently amended): A method for dynamically attaching data items to physical 
environment, the method comprising the steps of: 

capturing data items related to a plurahtv of surrounding contexts in a particular 
environment, the surrounding contexts including location data, and time dat a, and time data ; 

inputting keyword and text data regarding said surrounding contexts; 

sending said location data, time data, keyword and text data to the database for storingt^ 
wherein said location data, time data and keyword are stor e d attached in a corresponding manner 
as retrieval key for retrieving said text data; 

retrieving said databas e by sending at least one of location data, time data and keyword 
based on surrounding contexts currently being sensed bv a sensin g means in the particular 
environment ; 
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receiving text data from said database in the result of said retrieving; and 
displaying said text data. 

Claim 8 (currently amended): A method of claim i-7, wherein imag e said visual data 
regarding said surrounding contexts is image data stored in a database, and is retrievable for 
display s e nt for storing to databas e ; 

r e ceiving imago data in tho result of said r e trieving; and 

displaying said imag e data . 

Claim 9 (currently amended): An apparatus for dynamically attaching data items to 
physical environment, comprising: 

capturing means for capturing data items related to a plurality of surrounding contexts m 
a particular environment, the surrounding contexts including location data, and time data; 

inputting means for inputting a keyword and text data regarding said surrounding 
contexts; and 

transmitting means for sending said location data, time data, keyword and text data to a 
database for storing?:, 

storage means for storing the location data, time data, keyword and text data in a 
corresponding manner, wherein said location data, time data and keyword are stor e d attached as 

a retrieval key for retrieving said text data^i 

retrieving means for rotrioving said database by s e nding at least one of location data, tim e 
data and keyword; 

receiving means for retrieving text data from said database corresponding to the at least 
one of location data, time data and keyword in th e r e sult of said retri e vin g , based on surrounding 
contexts currently being sensed by a sensing means in the particidar environment : and 

display means for displaying said text data. 

Claim 10 (currently amended): An apparatus for storing database data items 
attached to r egarding surrounding contexts in a physical environment, comprising: 
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receiving means for receiving location data, time data, keyword and text data from oth e r 

storing means for storing said location data, time data, keyword and text data to the 
database in a corresponding manner? , wherein said location data, time data and keyword are 
stored attached as a retrieval key for retrieving said text data; 

retrieving means for retrieving said database in response to a request^ form other 
apparatus the request being based on surrounding contexts currently being sensed by a sensing 
means in the particular environment ; and 

sending means for sending text Hata in thn mmilt nf naid rotrievinp in response to the 
request .

Claim 12 (previously presented): A method of claim 1, wherein the position level context 
identifies a room in the particular environment. 

Claim 13 (new): A method of claim 1, wherein the audio data is voice data. 

Claim 14 (new): A method of claim 3, wherein at least one data item is attached to a 
surroimding contexts in the future or past time. 

Claim 15 (new): An apparatus of claim 6, wherein the position level context identifies a 
room in the particular environment. 

Claim 16 (new): An apparatus of claim 6, wherein the audio data is voice data. 

Claim 17 (new): An apparatus of claim 6, wherein at least one data item is attached to a 
surroimding contexts in a fiiture or past time. 
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
